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BSTVE Years are now elaps’d fince 
y I became a Servant of the Pub- 
lick, and dedicated my Labours to 
b the Ule of the good People of Exg- 
Jind. 1 began to write not only 
in an advanced Age, in the cool 
Evening of Life, when our Paffions 
Pe are more eafily governed; bur I 
likewi‘e look’'d round me before | took my Pen in Hand, 
and confider'd well my Urderteking. I kaew the Na- 
ture of my Defign, which was to combat publick Cor- 
ruption and correét prlitical Errors, required a found 
Judgment, an honelt Meart, and a firm Refolution. I 
was not ignorant in what Manner 1 thould be oppofed, 
nor by whom. I was fenfible what Wealih and Power, 
in very bad Hands, was capable of performing, and I 
knew very well that it would all be made Ute of to 
put meto Silence; for notwithftanding the high Con- 
tempt, which a certain Gentleman affetted to enter- 
tain of my Writings, He gave the World early Proofs, 
by his Application to the fecwlar Arm, that They gall'd 
Him ina tender and very fenfible Part. If it became 
an old Man to be vain, I fhould boat of this Gent e- 
man’s flighting my Eflays, even fuppofing it to be real 5 
fince I could prove by many undeniable Inftances thy 
his Judgment in Literamre is equal to his Skill in Po- 
liticks. 

But the great Principle, which gave me Courage and 
on which I principally relied, was nat any overweening 
Opinion of my own Capacity, or Power in writing, 
but the Refolation I had taken to write in the Caufe of 
Truth and of Lidserty. This enabled me to purfue my 

fign fteadily and with Vigour. This gained me 
Fricads, Allies and Patrons. This procured me Repv- 
tation and Weight with the Peop/e, whole Righzs I 
have afferted, whofe Grievances I have reprefented and 
whofe Cacfe in general I have pleaded. This Principle afd 
the Confcioufaefs of a good Intention fupport and always 
will fupport me againit thofe Heaps of miz-e—al Ca- 
dumay, Which are daily thrown out againft me. 1 am, 
Gndeed, become fo much inur’d to the hard Words of a 
"Tribe of Men, who \et out their little Brains to hire for 
this Purpofe, that I fit in my elbow Chair, and whilft I 
read their empty Harangues, and fee myfelf call’d very 
{curvy Names in every Paragraph, I fmoke my Pipe un- 
moved and with great Tranquility. I confider Them as 
doing the Drudgery of an Office, and neither defpiie 
nor pity Them. 
™ -I have been fometimes, as my Readers know very 
well, call’d upon to prove, and I have proved, as far 
and as fully as it was convenient, that a certain Gen- 





~ tleman was a Squanderer of the publick Money ; but by 


retaining fuch People as Thefe in Penfion, He hath Him- 
felf manifefled the Truth of the Charge, and faved me 
the Trouble of giving farther Evidence as to that Point. 

I fate down the other Evening to look calmly over my 
Works and recolleé&t the general Tenor of them fince I 
commenced this Paper; that Lmight be the better able to 
form a Judgment of what Ufe my Labours have betn to 
the Publick, and in what Manner to dire them for the 
future. I thought fuch a Review the more neceflary 
ft prefent, becmufe extraordinary Pains have been lately 
taken to prove the evi/ Tendency and mifchievous E fires 
of my Writings, without admitting any publick Advan- 
tages to have refulted from Them. Nay, it hath been 
aflerted by my ddverjzries that E have not proved, nor 
even attemped to prove, one Point of general Complaint, 
or Cen‘ure, which hath been advanced through the whole 
Courfe of thefe Writings. I fhall therefore take the Li- 
berty, in this Paper, to recapitulate the principal Sub- 
jects, which I have treated during this firft Luffram of 
my Warfare in the Service of the Publick, and leave the 
Reader to desermine whether They have not been at- 
tended with fome gonad Conjequences. L 

I thought it proper, at my firit Entrance upon this 
Work, to explain my Defign and affert the Liserty of the 
Pre/i, ina very particular Manner, as the Foundation of 
all my future Enquiries and Animadverfions on the State 
of our Affairs, boch at home and abroad. 

I took the Freedom to inveigh very largely, in feveral 
Papers, agaiuit Bridery and Corruptiov, which I appre- 
hended to be Crimes of the molt si/chievsus Nature; 
though it hath been fince maintained that They are pud- 
lick Virtues, and neceilary to the Support of a free Go- 
vernmicnt. 

I condemn’d our Allyance with France, in the Reign 
ef King Charles the fecond; and 1 could not diflemble 
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my Sentiment that too ftri& an Union with. that Court 
is always dangerous to England. 

I was of Opinion that our Colonies and Plantations 
in the Weff-Indies were of fome Importance to Great 
Britain, and therefore I pleaded for their Encouragement 
and Support. 

I made fome Obfervations on a Book, publifhed at 
that ‘Time by Authority, intitled an Enquiry into the 
Reafons of the Coudu& of Great Britain, Fc. and have 
lived to fee it imtirely exploded by a// Parties; for as I 
fhewed the falfe Reafoniag of it in many Particulars ; 
fo the very Perjons, for whofe Service and by whafe Di- 
rection it was written, have fiace given it up, by their 
Conduct, in other Points; particularly in the Affair of 
Don Carlos and the Pragmatick San@ion, which were 
reprefented in terrible Colours ia ‘hat Boot, and big with 
the moft fatal Comfequences to the Peace and Ballance of 
Evropfe; but fuch is the Fluétuatian of human Counci’s, 
as well as of human Affairs, that they ere now beconie 
the wifeit and moft politick Meafures, which could pol- 
fibly be taken, in the prefent Coajuncture. 

I fet forth the Importance of Giéra/tar to this King 
dom, in anfwer to Thafe, who endeavoured to depreci 
ate it for vile Ends, and pointed out the pretended Ar 
ticles and Stipulations, on which the Spaniards founded 
their Demands for the Reftitution of thet Firtre/s. 

I ventur'd to deliver it as my Opinion that, according 
to the Treaty of Usrecht, Dunkirk ought not only to be 
demolifbed, as it was {oon after, but never to be repair’, 
cr made an Harbour again; and I gave my Countrymen 
early Notice of fome clandeftine Proceedings at that Place, 
which I apprehended to be an Inirsétion of the Treaty. 
—The House of Commons was afterwards pleas'd to take 
this Matter into Confideration, and every Body remem- 
bers the Refult of it. 

I have often reprefented the peculiar Hardthips, which 
our Merchonis lay uader by the Depredations of the Sta 
niards, and afferted their Right to Refridvtion, or Re 
prifals, with fome Obfervations on the Resfons given 
for not granting them Letters of Marque. 

I have alfo frequently warn’d my Countrymen of the 
Dangers, which threaten our Commerce and our Liberties 
by the Management of great, monied Companies and ex- 
clifive Monopolies. 1 have explained the Ute of ‘themto 
bad Mixiffers, and the Reafous why they will always en- 
courage them.—I wifh the Publick may not be foon con- 
vine’d, in too fenfible a Manner, of the Truth of thee 
Obfervation: ! 

After this I publifh’d the Letters of my Correfpondents 
Raleigh and Trot ; in which the State of Great Britain 
and the Conduct of her Mini/fers are fully examined fince 
the Treaty of Hanover. 

I took Occafion, at the fame Time, to animadvert on 
the Jn/irutons given, not long before, to Admiral Ho- 
fier and the particular Care our Miniffers took not to 
give any Offence either to our Enemies, or our Friends; 
though the Spaniards, not altogether fo cautious, were 
making Captures every Week of our Eng/ifh Mevcxant- 
Ships, even on our own Coafts, and in Sight of our Men 
of War. 

About the fame Time, I gave my Readers a Difcourfe 
upon Penfions, and foon after another on Non- Attendance 
in Parliament; both of which met with fuch an extraor- 
dinary Reception as the glorious Defign and excellent 
Manner of treating thofe Subjects deferved from the 
Publick. 

In the Year 1729 We obtained a Law, fir the mote 
effectual preventing Bi ibery andCorruption in the EleAion 
of Menbers to ferve in Parliament; and as I had before 
often reprefented the Mifchiefs of Corruption, fo I ‘pared 
no Pains to exto] the Wifdom and Integrity of our Parlia 
ment in pafling this 44, and to endear it to my Fellow- 
Subjects, as the great Palladium of ail our Liderties.— 
Let us guard it carefully. Let us perufe it often. Let 
us watch over it, without ceafing, and be jealous of eve 
ry, the moft diftant, Attempt to weaken it, or explain it 
aWay. 

In the fame Year, the memorable Treaty of Seci//e was 
figned; by which the Eitablifhment of Dom Cer/os in 
Italy, who had been fet forth as fuch a formidable Prince 
but a Year or two befare, was ftipulated in the moft {o- 
lemn Manner, and Great Britain was engaged to fee the 
Treaty put in Execution ; the Difficulties of which, with- 
out the Confent of the Emperor, and the Confequences of 
it, in Cafe He fhould confent, were fully explained by 
Rakigh and other Wreers in this Paper. —1 need not 
put the Reader in mind how far their Arguments and 
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Apprehenfions have proved jufl ; but I fuppofe it muft be 
acknowledg’d, for our Glory, that shis great Print is at 
length effectuated by the Mediation of cur Corncils and 
our Fleet. 

I forgot to take Notice, in its due Place, of the fea- 
fonable Opportunity, which I toxk to confute feveral 
idle Rumours and Storie:, ind:ftricufly propagated by 
Jacobites, or other dijafehed Perfins } particularly that a 
large Sum of Money would be demanded, in the enfuing 
Seffion, for defraying the Expences af the Coronation; 
and that his Royal Highsefs Prince Frewerick would not 
be fent for into Exe/and, nor created Prince of Wales, 
w:thout a farther Addition to the Ciz:/ Liz. thal] on- 
ly obferve, upon this Occafion, that no fech Sum was 
ever aked for that [ and that his Royal Highness 
actually arrived in Evg/and before the meeting of Par/iu- 
ment, to the great Juy of the Nation, and without any 
Addition to the ciou/ Li? 5 unlefs fupplying the Def ri 
encies Of It, in the Yer 1728-g, can be properly cal- 
led fo; which no Maa of common Sente, or Difcre- 
tior, will dare to afirm. 

In the Year 1730 I publithed the Papers, fign'd O/:. 
cafle, dikinguifhing between the Sp rit of Liverty and 


the Spirit of Fafien, with thole excellent Remarks on 
the Reiz is and Char: Gers of our Ene/ (> Prince:, from 
Will.am the Corgueror to Charl.s the frf.e Thefe Dif- 


couries contain the jufeit and Reflections, 
thiteves were publithed on that nice Subjeét, and will 
litt as long as the Eny/i Hitt ory, Liberty, or Language ; 
whilft the ftupid and invidious Comments on them are 
already funk into that Contempt, a; 
that Oblivion, which they deferve. 

I have not infifed on the timely Check, which I gave 
to alate treafonable Defign of railing Recruits for the 
French Service in Ireland, nor on feve:2l other Particulars 
of my Writings, which have proved of great Ufe to a 
cere lal Gentleman, vecaufe Lie heath already Partly ac 
knowledged the Obligation, ard perhaps He ‘may, one 
Day think proper to do it in a more grateful Manner. 

But there are feveral Parts of my Writings, which J 
am afraid will never be forgiven by this Gentleman; 
particularly my genera! Obfervations upon dad Mini- 
fers, Of all Ages and all Cauntries; on the crooked Arts 
of jome, and the equally miichievous Bluaders of e¢herss 
on their peinicious Schemes of aggrandizing Them/elves 
on the Spoils of their Country, and facrificing the Wel- 
fare of a whole Nation to their own private Intere#s on 
their Methods of corrupting the People, both in their 
colleive and reprefentative B.dy, with their own Mp- 
ney, and even making the Prince Himfelf fubfervient to 
their Defigns. 

Tam likewile confcious to myfelf that I have taken 
the Liberty to diiculs feveral particular Points, which 
have rendered me equally obnoxious and unpardonable in 
the Eyes of this Gentleman. I am fenfible that my Re- 
marks upon 443 of Grace, at a certaia Juncture, were 
very ill-timed ; and that my Reafons for repealing the 
Ri:t and feptennial A@s did nat fquare exz@ly with 
his Schemes. I am not ignorant that the Furage and 
Bank Contradts were Su'jetts of too perfoma/ a Nature; 
ond thatany Bi//, to prevent or punifl Corratrion within 
Deors, cavries but an ill Afpe& upon his Affaire. J 
know very well that all Arguments for at olifhing Party 
Diflin@ions mut be very ungrateful in his Bars; as well 
as all Difcouries on the State of our Dedts, the Burthen 
of our Takes and the Application of the fnking Fund. 1 
am fully fatisly'd that the Affair of the Me/Fan Troops 
was a very teader Point; and that no Man, in Ji; Cir- 
cumfances, could be pieas’d with feeing fuch a Do@trine 
advanc’d, as That of gocvrning by the AffcBions of the 
People; or with hearing it afierted that large flanding 
Armies, in Times of Peace, are inconfiftent. with the 
Principles and Spirit of the Revolution. 

In thort, I am well appfiz’d that all Attempts to 
feparate the Interettvof the Pwd/i:k from the Intereft of 
the Minifler are irremiliibie Sins before his Tribunal, and 
that nothing can atone for Them but the Death, or De- 
firuétion of the Sinner. 

I was however induced to review my Conduc& at this 
Time, and put my Readers ia Mind of the general Tenor 
of it, by afhort Recapitulation of my Writings. What 
ever Satisfaction it may give to others, I can lay my 
Hand upon my Heart and fay, with the ftri@eft Truth, 
that it hath fatisfied my felf. I think the Defign is noc 
only honeit, but great and laudable, as it is calculated fur 
the Service of my Couutry. If it hath not produced 
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fuitable Effects, itis not my Fault; but as I aim convine’d 
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of the Hotefiy of mp Defigh, Iam determin'd to purfue 

it zs long as my Life, or Health, and as far as Liberty 

and the Laws of my Country will allow me todo it. 
FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 

Hagae, Nov. 30, N.S. Private Letters from Leg- 
born inform us, that when the Spanifh Troops were 
lately landed there, the Count de Charani infiited that 
all the Tuz/can Troops fhould march out of the Places 
in which tne Spaniards were tobe quartered 5 but that 
Sir Charles Wazer oppofed the fame, asa Demand that 
was contrary to the Treaties. They add, that fome 
high Words paffed upon this Occafion ; but the Great 
Dake of Tujcany taking the Eng/ifh Admiral’s Part, it 
was at lift agreed to have one third Jufcans in thofe 
Places, and that tne other two Thirds fhould confift of 
Spaniards. Mean Time, the Court of Vienna being 
inform d of this Step of the Spami/h General has taken 
the Alarm, finding what he wouid be at, if he were not 
kept in Awe; and therefore it is thought the Emperor 
will keep a greater Number of Forces in Italy, than he 
defigned not long fince. ; 

The combined Fleet, to land but 6000 Spaniards in 
Italy, was compofed of 41 Men of War, feven Galleys, 
180 Trasfports, 2427 Guns, and 21,290 Men. The 
Spaniards took oa board 7483 Men, isitead of 6000 5 
or, according to others, 7536. It is faid the Surplu- 
fage of the Number 6000, have been fent to the Ifland 
of E/ba, to fupply the Places of thofe that fhall die or 
de.ert.
